I have  the  honoiir  to  submit  the  /innual  Sealth  Report  for  the 
year  ending  Deoenher  31st,  1961. 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  mid-year  population  showed 
the  marked  fall  of  590  compared  to  the  1960  figure. 

Live  births  were  64,  an  increase  of  7 over  those  of  I960, 

There  were  no  still  births.  There  was  no  infant  death 
(3  in  1960). 

There  was  no  maternal  deaths.  These  figures  are  worthy  of  note. 

Total  deaths  were  37  compared  to  53  in  1960.  There  V7ere'sis 
deaths  from  cancer,  three  of  them  being  of  cancer  of  the  lung. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  and  no  new  cases  of 
either  pulmonary  or  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year. 

Of  the  other  infectious  diseases  notified  there  were  two  cases 
of  scarlet  fever  (3  in  I960)  and  four  of  pneumonia  (1  in  I960).  /ji 
epidemic  of  measles  gave  rice  to  145  cases  (none  in  I960). 

The  overall  impression  gained  from  the  report  is  that  of  a 
healthy  cozimujiity,

The  position  v/as  made 
worse  r/hen  extra  connections  v/ere  made  to  this  sev/er,  eventually  ^ it 
was  necessary  to  provide  new  puieps  v/ith  greater  capacity.  This  is  nov-z 
being  done  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  position  will  be  considerably 
improved, 

PUBLIC  GLEAIJSING 

The  Council’s  direct  labour  scheme  for  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse  has  functioned  satisfactorily.  Collections  are 
made  twice  weekly  at  Aberdovey  and  Todyn  and  once  weekly  at 
Bryncrug  . Collections  at  Cv;rt  were  made  regularly  once  weekly 
by  Dolgellau  Rural  District  Council  on  contract  to  the  Council. 

Bvery  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  the  Council’s  two  refuse 
depositories  in  a tidy  condition,  but  the  lack  of  suitable 
covering  material  and  very  large  quantities  of  cardboard  and  other 
similar  contents  in  the  refuse  has  made  this  work  most  difficult. 

Tip  fires  have  occasionally  occurred  but  have  not  given  rise  to 
any  serious  nuisance. 

Regular  treatments  have  been  carried  out  to  keep  the  tips 
free  from  rat  and  fly  infestations.

Public  Conveniences 

The  eight  public  conveniences  in  the  district  were  again 
xTell  maintained  in  a clean  and  tidy  condition  throughout  the  year 
despite  their  frequent  misuse  by  the  public.  There  is  still  need 
for  additional  toilet  facilities  in  the  area  and  to  meet  this 
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neod  the  Council  proposes  providing  three  new  conveniences,  one 
near  the  Station,  one  at  the  southern  end  of  the  promenade  in  Tor/3m 
and  one  at  Eryncrug,  The  sites  have  heen  agreed  for  the  station, 
Touyn  and  Brynorug,  it  is  hoped  to  start  on  these  in  the  very 
near  future. 


Capping  and  Caravan  Sites 

The  number  of  sites  in  the  district  increased  to  19  during 
the  year.  Conditions  generally  at  these  sites  were  reasonably 
satisfactory  for  the  greater  part  of  the  season.  During  the  period 
nid-July  to  Ifid-August,  hov/ever,  the  sites  became  inadequate  in 
size  and  number  to  provide  for  the  large  increase  in  holiday 
caravans  to  the  district.  As  a result  a number  of  unauthorised 
sites  were  opened  and  several  of  the  established  ones  became  over- 
crowded and  warnings  had  to  be  issued  to  the  oxmers.

Thsre  are  113  feed  preL.ises  in  t!ie  district,  cenprising 
8 hotels  and  licensed  prsnises,  37  guest  anJ  boarding  houses,  12 
cafes  and  restaurants,  24  grocers  (including  green-grocers ) , 2 
fish  frying  restaurants,  5 balrehcuses,  6 school  canteens,  6 
butcher  shops  and  12  confectioners  shops.  In  addition  there  are  the 
27  icG-crean  prenises  previously  nenticned  in  the  report  although 
sooe  of  these  are  included  in  the  precises  listed  above. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  at  these  precises 
was  generally  found  to  be  quite  good  and  I an  pleased  to  report  that 
several  icprovecents  ivere  effected  during  the  year.  In  particular 
it  r/as  found  that  a nueber  of  shops  had  installed  refrigerated  feed 
display  cabinets.  An  increasing  number  of  shop-keepers,  too,  are 
displaying  their  goods  in  transparent  ^Trapped  containers  which 
provide  good  protection  against  external  contanination.  This 
indicates  an  improved  av^areness  of  the  need  for  good  hygiene  in  the 
food  catering  industry*
